Daffodil classification has long been a bone of contention among 
horticulturists. The most workable system so far has been the classifi- 
cation of the Royal Horticultural Society of London, whose definitions 
and terms we use. 


We have attempted to simplify these classes even further by group- 
ing certain of the classes together, by generally descriptive terms. Thus 
we list certain of the new giant Leedsi Daffodils on this page with the 
Trumpets, for their use and their appearance are most similar.
